RUNS INTO LABOR LOBBY. 

In this letter Mulhall described a 
trip to the capital one afternoon 
when he found “Mr. Townsend of 
Michigan, Mr. Burton of Ohio and 
Mr. McKinley of Illinois together with 
Mr. Hitchcock, surrounded by a large 
labor lobby.” He said he realized 
that the “Gompers ‘people had Mr.

Fears were expressed that this 
move by the rallrosds might delay 
or even prevent arbitration of the 
dispute under the Newlands bill 
passed by Congress and signed by 
President Wilson yesterday. de- 
mands of the roads, as Nested in their 
statement, include a reduction in pay 
of 20 per cent. of all brakemen on 
“extra extra crews” trains in Texas, 
where the extra crew bill now is a 
State law. The roads further ask that 
all monthly guarantees to trainmen 
be abolished, and that in no case shall 
double compensation be paid. 

The rafiroads insist also that the 
rates fixed and awards made by the 
new arbitration board to be appointed 
shall supersede ali rates and rules 
now in effect. 

Representatives of the 80,000 train- 
men and conductcrs who voted to 
strike unless the roads conceded their 
demands, but whe, through their 
leaders, agreed with the roads’ rep- 
resentatives to ask for arbitration un- 
der the new Federa! law, declined to 
have anything to say tonight on 
the new development as concretely 
brought to the front by the . roads. 
They announced, however, that they 
would go into executive session early 
tomorrow and later issue a statement 
in reply. 

The roads’ demands tonight were 
issued in the form of a letter made 
*Ipublic shortly after it was sent to the 
strike leaders. Statements today by 
the managers and trainmen subse- 
quent to a forenoon conference were 
interpreted to meen that no discus- 
sion was had as to any demands the 
roads might be preparing to make.

AS ASTOUNDING 
OPERATION, 


An astounding, and probably the 
most remarkable caesarean operation 
ever performed in this country, was 
executed at the Good Samaritan Hos- 
pital last night when with the de- 
livery of the living child life was 
restored to the apparently dead body 
of the mother. 

Mrs. C. A. Casey, wite of a teller 
in the Security Trust and Savings 
Bank, who resides at No. 4222 West 
Second street, is‘ the mother. 

The birth of the babe occured at 
9:20 o'clock, after a quarter of an 
hour’s rapid, skillful work by Dr. 
Stuart Hutchison and his assistant, 
Dr. T. M. Williams, and twelve 
nurses. The mother had been pro- 
nounced dead before completion of 
the necessary abdominal operation. 

By transfusion of blood between 
the child and the mother, and arti- 
ficial respiration induced by half a 
dozen extraordinary tests —~ among 
them the moving of the heart with 
the fingers, thus starting it pumping 
in time to the babe’s circulatory ac- 
tion — the doctors’ efforts were 
crowned with success. Life to 
return. 

Mother and child were not veuenes 
until the surgeons had, at 9:45 o'clock, 
succeeded in reviving what was, un- 
der the conditions, normal heart ac- 
tion. Then the cord was sheared and 
the woman’s respiratory powers were 
continued by artificial means. 

At midnight the doctors pronounced 
both mother and child doing well 
and announced positively that both 


will live. 

The mother, dying, was stricken 
with what was pronounced a fatal 
attack of convulsions while rushed 
from her home to the hospital. The 
specialists hoped to ve only the 
child's life. Even this hope was far 
fetched. 

Word of the rigencheatie case spread 
life wildfire amqng the medical men 
of the city last night and telephone 
calls of congratulation to the operat- 
ing doctors and the father, who paced 
the ante-room during the operation, 
came in scores. The husband was not 
told that his wife had “died” until

| HINDOOS KNEW MEDICINE. | 


Also Circulation of the Blood. 
{New York Sun:}) According to Dr. 
C. Muthu of the Mendip Hills Sana- 
torlum, Hindoo doctors understood 
the germ theory and inoculation 6000 
to 8000 years ago. In an address de- 


livered before the Royal Society of 
Medicine, Dr. Muthu said that the 

Hindoo civilization was the most 

ancient in the world, and that their 

— was as old as their civiliza- 
on. 

They excelled, he said, in materia 
medica and chemistry; they were the 

among the ancients to practice 
the dissection of the human body and 
to employ minerals and mercury in- 
ternally. They understood the germ 
theory, the circulation of the blood 
and inoculation for smallpox. . Their 
successful treatment of snake bites 
astonished Alexander the Great 
their surgery was bold and skilful. 
for not only did . they set. broken 
bones but trephined the skull, gave 
anesthetics in serious operations, and 
even amputated limbs. 

After the death of Buddha; when 
surgery began to decline and medicine 
flourished more, medical houses and 
hospitals were established in India 
which were provided with medicines 
and instruments and attended hy phy- 
sicilans who relieved the sick and suf- 
fering, but long before Buddha there 
were medical schools and colleges. 
Arab medicine, which was founded on 
Hindoo medicine, taught » European 
physicians as late as the seventeenth 
century, and western people owed a 
great debt to India in this diréction.
